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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The applicant argues on pages 7-9 of the response that Lawler does not teach preventing a rollover. The 
examiner respectfully disagrees with this assertion. Lawler discloses the counts for each criterion has a maximum number and the least 
recent value is dropped with the addition of the new value (column 8, lines 5-44), which meets the limitation on preventing rollover of a 
count value. This was discussed in the interview on 7/20/2004. Furthermore, since rollover does not occur, the limitation on preventing 
a rollover of a count value is met. The applicant aruges on page 7 of the response that rollover has a specific definition in the 
specification 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., the specification's definition of "rollover") are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims 
are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 
1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Rollover is defined on page 16, lines 8-14 in the specification as when the count value in the memory approaches its maximum count 
value and resets. Additionally, even if the specification is used, the limitation for prevention of rollover is still met by Lawler because 
Lawler does not reset (i.e. rollover to 000). Again, this was discussed in the interview on 7/20/2004. 
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
